LOCAL AND GENERAL NEWS, 


The Illinois Central. 


Attention hue been called in ihese col- 


umns to the proposed increase in tbe 
stock of the Illinois Central road from 
840,000,000 to 850,000,000. 
It is DOW 


given out that the oompaqy has decided 
to remove one of the greatest curiosities 
and relirs in the city and demolish it al- 
together BO fie not to give visitors to the 
World's Fair an idea of what its patrons 
nave borne in the way of a depot since 
October, 1871. It is proposed to erect a 
new depot and office building to cost 
nearly $1,0X1,000. It is to be 220 feet on 
Water street and 120 feet on Central 
ayenne. 
The building will be of brick 


with trimmings of stone and terra ootta. 
It will be seven stones high, whilo the 
depot sheds will be 740 feet long. The 
new stock is being rapidly subscribed 
'or.—Inter Ocean. 


The Center of Population. 


In 1790 the center of population was 


twenty-one miles west of Baltimore; since 
that time it has moved westward at an 
average rate rate of about fifty-one miles 
n each decade, never deviating a degree 
north or south of the thirty-ninth par- 
allel. The greatest progress was between 
1850 and 1860, when it traveled eighty- 
one miles, from a point in Virginia to 
;wenty miles south of Chillicothe, Ohio. 
Inis, of course, was caused by the gold 
excitement and consequent settlement of 
the Pacific coast. 
In 1870 the center of 


jopulatioii was forty-eight miles north- 
east of Cincinnati. 
The census of 1880 


showe'd that it had advanced fifty-eight 
miles in the decade and had deflected to 
,he south, being near Taylorsville, Ky. 
It is anticipated that the present census 
will find it somewhere in Jennings 
•ounty, Ind. If this westward movement 
continues at the present rate it will cross 
the Mississippi near St. Louis in the 
year 11J50.—.S't. Louis Republic.

THIS year says the Chicago Journal, 


has beeii full of disasters, causing loss of 
life. The cyclone began its deadly work 
in Eentnok January 13, with a loss of 11 
livee. The next catastrophe was Febru- 
ary 22, when 65 were killed by the flood 
at Preecott, Arizoma Ter.; then, March 
27, 540 were killed by the Louisville 
cyclone; April 6, 12 by floods in the 
South; April 22, 15 by a cyclone in Ar- 
kansas; June 5,15 by a cyclone m Ne- 
braska; Jane 13,12 by a cloud-burst in 
Kentucky; June 20, 12 by a cyclone in 
Northern Illinois. To these the month 
of July contributed the Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire cyclones, the Min- 
nesota lake disasters, with the loss of 
some 160 more lives. Steamboat explo- 
sions, railway accidents and fires have 
added to the account. The lose of life 
from these causes is not less than 1300 to 
1500 up to date this year. 


GBNEBAL JOHN M. PALMES is an old 


man, 
but he still practices on the hori- 


zontal bar, and in the next three months 
his mangers expect him to break big own 
remarkable record in political somer- 
saults. He has in the last week flopped 
from free whisky to water in an attampt 
to gain the prohibitionists' votes, and 
Saturday he made another flop down in 
Christian county by endorsing the Anti- 
Horse Thief Association, which two 
years ago he considered the twin of Pink- 
ertonism in the evils of the times. 
These were the two organizations against 
which John M. Palmer waged war in the 
campaign of 1888, and he declared that 
had he been governor the bill authoriz- 
ing the Anti-Horse Thief Associations 
would never have become a law except 
over his veto. This was two years ago, 
and now General Palmer is seeking office 
again, and appeals to the farmers who 
try to protect themselves against horse 
thieves.
